From  the  above  balance  of  $5,377  89,  is  to  be  deducted  $282  28, 
being  for  demands  against  the  town  unpaid ;  leaving  a  balance  of 
$5,095  61,  which  will  go  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  town 
until  the  commencement  of  the  collection  of  taxes  that  may  be  as- 
sessed for  the  year  1827,  which  will  be  in  September  next,  and  will 
probably  be  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  unless  some  extraordinary 
expense  should  be  incurred* 

From  a  review  of  the  amount  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures  the 
citizens  will  perceive  that  there  will  be  no  immediate  necessity  for 
an  increase  of  taxes  the  present  year,  over  and  above  the  last,  unless 
the  town  should  think  proper  to  pay  off  part  of  their  debt,  the  amount 
of  which  they  will  perceive  by  the  foregoing  statement  is  $29,600 ; 
and  of  this  amount  of  debt,  $9,350  are  funds  under  the  care  of  the 
Selectmen  and  deacons  of  churches,  bearing  an  interest  of  6  per  cent* 
This  interest  is  appropriated  to  charitable  purposes,  under  their  di- 
rection ;  the  residue,  $2,750,  of  6  per  cents,  belong  to  the  Public 
Schools  and  individuals:  of  the  five  per  cent,  notes  $10,000  of  this 
amount  was  for  money  borrowed  for  paving  streets,  the  time  of  pay- 
ment not  having  expired,  $2,000  was  borrowed  for  the  fire  depart- 
ment, and  the  residue,  $5,500  was  borrowed  to  pay  off  the  last 
note,  due  the  first  of  January  last,  for  money  borrowed  to  build  the 
Town-Hall.  It  was  calculated  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
would  meet  the  payment  of  this  note,  but  the  discontinuance  of  that 
fund  the  last  year,  compelled  the  treasurer  to  borrow  that  amount  to 
meet  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  as  the  two  last  sums  will  become 
due  the  present  year,  it  will  be  necessary  the  treasurer  should  be  au- 

*  Where  notes  have  become  due  the  treasurer  has  borrowed  the  amount  for  a  few 
months  until  he  could  obtain  it  for  a  longer  time,  which  increases  this  sum  above  the  an- 
nual amount  of  Interest. 


thorized  to  borrow  the  like  sum,  unless  the  town  should  think  proper 
to  provide  means  to  pay  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Market-House  and  that 
building,  the  leases  of  which  expired  on  the  1st  Dec.  last,  is  now  oc- 
cupied by  tenants,  who  pay  an  annual  rent  to  the  town  of  $1,200, 
from  that  date — -and  on  the  whole  the  Treasury  department  of  the 
town  may  be  considered  in  as  good  state  as  at  any  former  period.
